This beautiful poem by Kipling, the^> — 
favorite of Gordon Coutts. beloved 
a rtist, was read at the funeral VVednes 
day by Dr. John Robertson Macartney 
Gordon Coutts, world-famous artist 
and a resident of Palm Springs during 
the past tw elve years in his beloved 
‘Dar M oroc” was called to his 
re­ 
ward Sunday noon from the beautiful 
M oroccan hom e which he built when 
the fam ily cam e to Palm Springs. 
He had been in poor health for 
several years, and a few m ouths ago 
becam e so ill th a t he could not con­ 
tinue w ith the work he loved so much. 
Mr. Coutts was one of the best loved 
gentlem en of Palm Springs, and was 
held in highest esteem in every coun­ 
try in which he lived. 
Recently a 
fam ous B ritish art c ritic said the 
genius of the m an was not appreciated 
as m uch in America as it is through­ 
out the B ritish empire, for his famous 
paintings are exhibited 
in all the 
great a rt galleries of th e em pire and 
on the European continent. 
He w as an artist of international 
repute, noted both as a portrait and 
landscape painter, w ith a collection 
of m edals from Europe and America. 
A native of Scotland 
Mr. Coutts 
first studied a rt in his home city, 
Glasgow, later going to London to 
P aris’ w here he was the pupil of La 
Febre. Flury and Deshinaud. 
For several years he lived in Syd­ 
ney, A ustralia, where he held the post 
of instructor of painting at the Gov­ 
ernm ent School of A rts. 
Painting 
m any p o rtraits of celebrities while 
there. 
He is very highly regarded in 
A ustralia and several of his fines*, 
w orks hang in the m useum s at Ade­ 
laide. Sydney and Melbourne, as well 
as in the num ber of national galleries 
in England and many im portant col­ 
lections in America. 
Mr. Coutts spent 
much of his tim e traveling, and paint­ 
ing en route. 
N aturally he has found 
m uch m aterial for his brush and his 
exhibitions have been an illum inating 
geographic voyage of discovery, as

M onday m orning. M arch 1, nineteen 
outside field deputy assessors will be 
gin the annual canvass of the county. 
Included in th e group 
of 
nineteen 
deputies, are eleven men who have 
been appointed to serve only for the 
four m onths period of 
assessm ent 
from Mferch to July. 
T he revaluation 
o f the e n tire county m ust be com plet­ 
ed this year by July 5, 1937. 
How­ 
ever, the force of nineteen deputies 
will not actually place valuations on 
every parcel of property in the county, 
fo r m uch of this im portant work has 
already been done by A ssessor Clay- 
to r and his office staff of appraisers 
w orking during the past year. 
The 
four-m onth deputies will assess prin­ 
cipally personal property and m ake a 
check up of buildings to determ ine if 
changes have been m ade since 
the 
property was review ed by th e 
full 
tim e field appraisers. 


U nder th e direction of the building 
division, the cities of Hem et, San Ja­ 
cinto and P erris w ere given a com­ 
p lete building check up. 
New 
con­ 
struction only was review ed in Beau­ 
m ont, Banning, Blythe, Corona, W est 
R iverside and R iverside city. 
Next 
y e ar it is planned to m ake a com plete 
recheck of every building in Banning, 
B eaum ont, Elsinore, Coachella and In­ 
dio. 


By far th e largest task confronting 
both the building and land 
depart­ 
m ents w as in the desert area where 
again Palm Springs topped the list 
in new construction and land transac­ 
tions. 
T hree building appraisal depu­ 
ties spent over six consecutive weeks 
recen tly m easuring new bulidings in 
th is section. 
N um erous changes 
in 
values have resulted in both building 
a n d land valuation in this section. 


The land appraisal departm ent dur­ 
in g the p ast year has m ade m any ad­ 
ju stm en ts tending tow ard land equal­ 
ization under the direction of E. W.
